SPIRIT OF ROBERT EMMET 


Celebrations in Many Cities- 


Big Time in 


Columbus. 


[By Telegraph to The Age.] 


i New York, Sept. 21.—Thousands 
Joined in the celebration of the cen- 
tenary of the martyrdom of Robert 
Emmet, which was held under the 
auspices of the Clan-Na-Gael in the 


' Academy of Music, which was filled to 


overflowing. 


The great auditorium was draped 


with American and Irish flags and the 
Irish national spirit found expression 
In continuous applause as the speak- 
ers dwelt upon Ireland's wrongs and 
the hopes of Ireland's sons. State 
Senator Vktor H. Cowling, presided. 


Resolutions were passed declaring 


the only proper settlement of the dif- 
ferences between Ireland and England 
to be the abolition of English rule In 
Ireland, and pledging the Clan-Na- 
Gael to work for the establishment of 
an Irish republic. The orator of the 
evening was former United States 
Senator Charles A. Towne of Minne- 
sota. Mr. Towne pictured the scene 
of Emmet's death, which he declared 
was one of the most pathetic trage- 
dies in all history. 
"It is a hopeful 


spectacle." he said, "for the man is 
the incarnation of the idea., and that, 
please God. nothing can ever kill." 
• After referring to the incident of 
,the executioner lifting Emmet's sev- 
ered head and crying out. "This is the 
head of a traitor." the speaker contin- 
ued: "That was 100 years ago, and we 
are assembled here to do honor to the 
memory, not of a traitor, but of one 
whose name is written among the 
foremost martyrs .tor^th^.cause^ of llb^ 
erty. So long" as Jthere is Injustice the 
Irish, will resentjt. W,e are here to 
renew our allegjance to the cause for 
which Emmet died. We are here to 
reaffirm our fealty to that great prin- 
ciple, upon which the American re- 
public was founded and upon which 
Emmet wished to found an Irish re- 
public, namely, the-natural right of 
every nation to have the guidance of 
Us own affairs. The right to indepen- 
dence is just as inherent in the nation 
as the right to life and liberty Is to 
the individual. The highest right in 
the world Is to maintain the nation's 
liberty, and the obligation to maintain 
it dwarfs all other duties." 


In Memory of Robert Emmet. 


New York. Sept. 21.—Six thousand 


persons gathered in Carnegie hall to 
do honor to the memory of Robert 
Emmet under the auspices of the 
United Irish league. Among those 
present were Mendes Capote of the 
Cuban senate and General W. S. Men- 
ocal of the Cuban finance commission. 
Tomas Estrada Pahna. son of the Cu- 
ban president, was on the platform 
with his American wife 
Young Pal- 


ma was introduced and acknowledged 
the honor with a brief speech. "I can 
only offer my sympathy and that of 
the Cuban people to the Irish nation 
in its oppression." the Cuban said. "I 
hope some day that Ireland will take 
Its place amons the independent na- 
tions of the worM alone with my own 
beloved country."

Want Ireland to Be Free. 


Chicago, Sept. 21.—At the First 


Regiment armory a huge meeting un- 
der the auspices of tho United Irish 
societies of Chicago adopted resolu- 
tions declaring that no settlement of 
the Irish question short of national in- 
dependence will satisfy the aspira- 
tions of the Irish people. The occa- 
sion for the gathering was the one 
hundredth anniversary of the execu- 
tion of Robert Emmet and the reso- 
lutions were emphatic that no Ireland 
•will satisfy men of Irish blood but the 
Ireland for which Emmet died. Ireland 
a nation free and independent, mak- 
ing her own laws, floating her' own 
flag, shaping her own fortunes, ac- 
knowledging allegiance to no power 
outside the limits with which nature 
has bounded the island.

Noted Crook Escaped While 


Sentenced to Buckeye

Chinook, Mont., Sept. 21. — Posses

rounding up "Kid".Curry, the train 
robber, who is making the race of his 
life toward the mountains. 


"Kid* Curry was the leader of the 


gang which hald up two Great North- 
ern express trains on July 3,1901, and 
who escaped from Knoxville (Tenn.) 
Jail while awaiting transportation to 
the Ohio penitentiary to serve out ft 
20-year sentence for forging signa- 
tures to the stolen bank bills obtained 
in the robbery. The posses are com- 
posed of men well acquainted with the 
country in which Curry is traveling 
and who are equally as quick on the 
trigger as he or any of his gang. 


It is many miles from where the 


search is being prosecuted to the 
nearest telegraph point, and It may he 
days after an encounter before any- 
thing is known of what happened. 
Curry has many friends In the coun- 
try through which he is passing and 
they will aid him to reach the rendez- 
vous of his gang, where he will be 
safe in the fastnesses of the Bear Paw 
mountains from pursuit or 
capture. 


When last heard from he was only 10 
miles from his destination and well 
mounted.
